Turrou, 42, joined the F. B. I. 
April 1, 1928. He was one of three 
agents who found the Lindbergh

kidnap-murder. 
Turrou’s work on the spy case,

presented

The river “roam s” pa r­ 
ticularly freely over the wide flood 
plain near Bismarck. 
The office has decided title to 
lands created by Lake Michigan, 
the Red and Cimarron rivers in 
Tex as and Oklahoma.

On the other hand, 
many teachers unfortunately still 
regard the study of music as the 
mere development of 
performers 
whether 
talented, 
mediocre 
or 
poor. They are teachers 
of 
the 
piano, violin, voice or whatever 
their specialty may he. Most of 
their pupils will stop 
practicing 
when they 
stop 
taking 
lessons, 
their course having consisted of 
practicing pieces and technical ex­ 
ercises. 
The result is that all around us 
are hundreds of persons who have 
studied music for years and yet 
know almost nothing 
about 
it. 
Such individuals m ay love music 
but in 
many 
cases 
have 
little 
knowledge of periods, 
composers 
or compositions. 
Good teaching is always sugges­ 
tive, persuading and 
stimulating 
pupils to continued effort, in other 
words good teaching is the a rt of 
making students think, read and 
study for themselves. The excuse 
“lack of tim e” so often 
pleaded 
can be brushed aside as even the 
busiest pupil can give time for 
its study. Slow progress is better 
than none. 
As one musician puts it, 
“Al­ 
though every child cannot m ake a 
contribution to music, Music can 
make 
a 
contribution 
to 
every 
child,” and that goes for adults 
also. The big thing to remember is 
that youth is the time for music 
study. Not to have had 
musical 
training in one's life is missing one 
of the greatest hum an blessings.

This should be done in late 
summer or early fall. 
When cut­ 
ting out the borers, care should be 
taken to cut with the grain of the 
wood and 
not against it. 
To protect young apple trees a 
board can be placed so it will shade 
the south side of the trees for the 
first two or three y ears. Wounds 
caused by the 
cutting out of the 
grubs should 
be cov ered with a 
good wound dressing.

As soon as the blooms of the 
lilacs have faded 
they should

removed, as they are unsightly and

Orchard trees are definitely ben­

The action, as were the three 
others, was brought as a result of 
a wreck at the Salt Creek bridge 
on the Tarlton-Adelphi road in 
October, 1936. 
In the first three 
cases Fayette county juries re­ 
turned verdicts against the plain­ 
tiffs. One was for $25,400 brought 
by Joseph Eisenberg, adm inistra­ 
tor of the estate of W alter R. 
Btinn, who was killed in the acci­ 
dent; another was for $5,000 for 
Carl W iggins’ injuries and the 
other was for $10,150 for injuries 
received by Ernest G arrett. 
While the county escapes da­ 
mages in the four suits, expenses 
of the trials pass $700, according 
to court attaches. 
The county 
must stand expenses of the three 
foreign 
juries, 
witnesses 
and 
other incidental expenses. 
Each 
of the Fayette county juries cost 
in the vicinity of $200. 
The wreck occurred when the 
car in which the youths were rid­ 
ing struck the Salt Creek bridge;

ROAMING RIVERS 


KEEP U. S. BUSY 


WASHINGTON. June 21 — (UP) 
Roaming rivers th at won't “stay 
put” are creating perplexing prob­ 
lems for the General Land Office. 
The rivers, while wearing away 
some banks, build up other banks, 
creating new plots of land which 
are owned 
by—wfell, that's what 
the General Land Office has td^rie- 
cide. 
The office is sending surveyors 
to Blaine county, Okla., to deter­ 
mine ownership of IOO acres of 
land built up by the Canadian river 
since 1914. 
Another “problem plot” is a fi­ 
nale stretch of territory along the 
Missouri river near Bismarck, 
N. 
D. This land is just one of a series 
of new areas built up by the Mis­ 
souri river. 
Since 1886, when the office first 
surveyed the Missouri, the 
river 
has shifted its course almost con­ 
tinuously. The river “roams” par­ 
ticularly freely over the wade flood 
plain near Bismarck. 
The office has decided title to 
lands created by Lake Michigan, 
the Red and Cimarron rivers in 
Texas and Oklahoma.

W orks Administration strained at the 
leash while Congress dilly-dallied with the 
vitally im portant Recovery-Spending Bill. 
While waiting, every possible prep aratio n 
was made to get the P W A p rogram under 
way the minute the President signed the 
bill. 
H ow ard 
Gray, 
efficient 
Assistant 
PW Administrator, had things set so he 
would sign his nam e 5,000 times during 
the first 24 hours after the President 
signed, th e re b y allocating $600,000,000 of 
public works money in one trem endous 
flow of federal spending. 
By October, the balance of $900,000,- 
000 is to be allocated, and these projects 
must get u n d er w ay by J a n u a r y first. 
Despite 
this 
advance 
preparation, 
actual building operations cannot begin 
until 60 to 90 days afte r funds have been 
allocated to local communities. 
This is 
because local officials must advertise bids 
for two to four weeks, also need about 
60 days for architects and engineers to 
prep are specifications. 
On a big project it is almost impossible 
to cut the architects’ time below this. 
P W A has encouraged advance p r e p a r a ­ 
tion of plans before passage of the bill, 
but local communities don’t w a n t to go to 
the expense of architects’ fees (frequently 
totaling several thousand dollars) 
until 
they know how much money th e y are 
getting from the Government. 
Net result is th a t the effect of public 
works spending will 
not be felt until 
around Septem ber, at which time there 
should 
be

H o w Danger M ay Pollow Bad C ase of S u n b u rn

SURGEONS divide burns Into a 
classification of degrees—first, sec­ 
ond and third degree—depending 
on how deep the burn is, how much 
of the skin is destroyed. 
A sun­ 
burn Is usually named as the typi­ 
cal example of a first degree burn. 
But it can be worse, and every doc­ 
tor has seen severe prostration and 
real illness from prolonged and 
badly advised exposure. 
It cannot 
be too strongly emphasized that 
sun bathing is beneficial only when 
done gradually, until the body is 
used to it. 
Not only the skin burn, but the 
danger of heat prostration is Im­ 
minent for the impulsive early sea­ 
son sun w'orshlpers. And it doesn t 
make any difference where you are 
It is not the tropical sun only that 
gives you a beating. 
A white per­ 
son living in Wisconsin is said to 
be 20 times as likely to suffer from 
heat stroke as a white person liv­ 
ing in Florida. 
In the Line of preventatives of 
too much sun, remember water. 
You are losing water through your 
pores so drink plenty as you lie In 
the sun. Eat a light vegetable diet 
for a few day3, get some exercise 
every day and keep up your elim­ 
ination. 
Treatment of Sunburn 
The treatment of sunburn is just 
like the treatm ent of any burn. Oils 
:in which a cooling chemical has 
been dissolved are the most grati­ 
fying for a mild bum. 
Carron oil 
(equal parts of linseed oil and lime 
water) in which a little thymol or 
menthol or camphor has been add­ 
ed for the cooling effect, is an ex­ 
cellent preparation of this class.

Most of 
their pupils will stop 
practicing 
when they 
stop 
taking 
lessons, 
their course having consisted of 
practicing pieces and technical ex­ 
ercises. 
The result is th at all around us 
are hundreds of persons who have 
studied m usic for years and yet 
know alm ost nothing 
about 
it. 
Such individuals m ay love music 
but in 
m any 
cases 
have 
little, 
knowledge of periods, 
composers 
or compositions. 
Good teaching is alw ays sugges­ 
tive, persuading and 
stim ulating 
pupils to continued effort, in other 
words good teaching is the a rt of 
m aking students think, read and 
study for them selves. The excuse 
“lack of tim e” so often 
pleaded 
can he brushed aside as even the 
busiest pupil can give tim e for 
its study. Slow progress is better 
than none. 
As one m usician puts it,

AMONG EVEN the top flight 
players you can find faddists who 
refuse to make an opening bid on 
a four card major suit, even if 
they hold two such suits. 
If the 
hand is too strong to pass, they 
will start with a short suit minor 
bid or a funny looking no trumps. 
Later on, however, they enthusias­ 
tically bid their four-card majors, 
having once warned their partners 
about their brevity. 
Pretty fair 
arguments can be made for this 
theory, but none 
whatever for 
carrying the idea to the extreme 
and never bidding a four-card ma­ 
jor. That tantrum amounts to rul­ 
ing out the nicest of all normal 
Irump fits—four opposite four. 


his theory that four-card majors
